The family of a Grayling man 
who vanished from the commu- 
nity 32 years ago hopes ‘that 
swabs of blood on a card may 
bring them answers. 

Last week, a DNA sample 
was taken from Roberta Corlew, 
the mother of Perry Otto 
Corlew, who was last seen in 
Grayling on March 18, {974. 
~ Detective Sgt. Tim Lenhard 
from the Houghton Lake Post of 
the Michigan State Police, has 
been working the missing per- 
sons case since 1993. 

darlier thts year, Lenhard sug- 
gested that Corlews have the 
DNA sample taken, since both 
Roberta and Dewey “Bud” 
Corlew, are 77-years-old. The 
sample will be entered into the 
FBI's National Missing Person's 
DNA database. In May, the FBI 
announced an initiative to 
broaden its use of its DNA data- 
base to help identify missing 
persons and unidentified bodies. 

The sample will allow lab 
technicians to compare the 
genetic profile with DNA taken 
from bodies or body parts. 

‘I've been wanting this for 
years, so it will be on record,”

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| November ballot to 


include road millage

During a special meeting last 
Thursday, the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners agreed 
to submit a road repair millage to 
the voters this November by 
approving official ballot lan- 
guage for the proposal. 

The Crawford County Road 
Commission, facing budget cuts 
from state and federal sources, 
proposed the millage as a way to 
help pay for reconstruction pro- 
jects on its primary roadways. 
The Road Commission board 
approved draft language at its 
July 27 regular meeting, but the 


proposal had to be approved by 
the county board before it could 
be placed on the ballot. 

The county board met with 
Road Commission officials last 
Thursday during a special meet- 
ing to discuss the proposal. The 
Road Commission offered infor- 
mation about its funding, a prior- 
itized list of possible primary 
road reconstruction projects, and 
a tentative five-year plan for pro- 


jects that — coupled with existing 


funding sources — could be com- 
pleted with money generated 
from the millage.

Historical preservation 
levy placed back on ballot

They say that if you don’t 
learn your Jessons from history, 
people are bound to make the 
same mistakes. 

That is the logic the Crawford 
County of Commissioners fol- 
lowed last week by placing a 
millage proposal that was turned 


down by voters on Aug. 2 for 


historical preservation back on 
the ballot. 

Voters turned down a two- 
tenths of a mill proposal for his- 
torical preservation by a 786 no 
to 663 yes margin. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman of 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, said represen- 


| 
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tatives from historical organiza- 
tions asked for another shot at 
millage for the general election. 
“It’s a known fact that histori- 
cal attraction do bring a lot trav- 
els into the community and that 
will help the downtown and the 
Grayling area economy,” 
Stephenson said. “It’s up to the 
majority of tax paying citizens 1) 
they want lo support it or not.” 
The Crawford County 
Historical Society, Lovells 
Township Historical Society, 
Wellington USA, the Grayling

Pipe bomb 
found in 
gravel pit 


A pipe bomb found at a grav- 
el pit in -Gerrish Township was 
detonated by a Michigan State 
Police Bomb Squad on Friday. 

Officers from the Gerrish 
Township Police Department 
were dispatched to a possible 
pipe bomb, which was located 
by a man walking his dog, 
around 2 p.m. on Friday. Aug. 
25. 

The suspected bomb was 
located in a gravel pit off of 
West Pine Drive in Gerrish 
Township. 

Upon investigation, officers 
found a six-inch long PVC pipe 
which was capped on both ends. 
There was a wick on one end of 
the pipe which appeared to have 
been partially burnt. 

Officers contacted the 
Michigan State Police Bomb 
Squad in Grayling to assist with 
handling and destroying the 
explosive. The bomb squad 
determined that the item was a 
live bomb. 

The bomb squad was able to 
use their robot to detonate the 
explosive without incident. 
Picces of the pipe bomb were 
transported to the Michigan 
State Police Crime Lab in 
Grayling tor further analysis.

Firms hired for school building improvements

The Crawford AuSable School 
Board has put the building blocks 
in place for school facility 
improvements and energy sav- 
ings. 

The board approved a contract 
with Peter Basso Associates, 
Tnc., a Troy based firm which 
will provide mechanical, electri- 
cal and associated architectural 
and structural design engincering 
services for the school district’s 
school factlity improvement 
projects. 

In the annual May schoo! elec- 
tion, district voters agreed to 
freeze their taxes at 4.2 mills for 


the next five years. Approval of 


the local school funding proposal 
altowed the district to issue about 
$1.9 million in bonds to pay for 


new school! busses, energy con- 
servation projects and school 
building improvements. 

Planning for the cnginecring 
for the school upgrades will take 
place this fall, so that bids can be 
sought in January and February, 
when contractors are Jining up 
jobs for the summer construction 
season. 

“We want lots of contractors 
bidding on our jobs so we can get 
the best bids we can get,” said 
Crawford AuSable Schools 
Superintendent Joc Powers, 

School improvements on the 
top of the list entail installing 
safety lighting in all of the dis- 
trict’s buildings, and replacing 
energy controls at the Grayling 
Elementary School. 

The school board also agreed 
to hire the Wolgast Company, a

As best we know 
now, an embryonic stem cell ts 
unique in nature: it alone can 
develop into any other type of 
cell in the body. An embryonic 
stem ce]] — and an embryonic 
stem cell alone — can become a 
nerve cell, a muscle cell, or any 
of more than 200 types of ceils 
in the body. The research into 
directing the creation and use of 
these cells is extraordinarily 
complicated, but it’s easy to 
understand how creating 
healthy cells that could replace 
diseased cells could save an 
untold number of lives. 

A clear example of the possi- 
bilities of stem cell research is 
the hope it-offers for those suf- 
fering from Parkinson’s disease. 
Parkinson’s disease is a motor 

-system disorder that results 
from a loss of brain cells that 
produce dopamine. Individuals 
with Parkinson’s disease often 
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experience a trembling in the 
hands, arms or face and 
impaired balance. and coordina- 
tion. As the disease develops, 
it can become difficult to walk, 
talk, and complete other basic 
tasks. With research, scientists 
may be able to coax embryonic. 
stem cells into becoming 
healthy neurons that produce 
the desperately-needed 
dopamine. And if those neu- 
rons can be successfully trans- 
planied into a patient with 
Parkinson’s disease, that person 
would be cured. 

The list of other diseases ripe 
for research is long, including 


Lou Gehrig's disease, juvenile | 


diabetes, Alzheimer’s disease, 
spinal cord injuries, and many 
others. Stem cell research 
could offer the millions of 
Americans sufferigg from these 
devastating diseases not just 
hope but cures. It could give 
them and their families — who 
are often physically, financially 
and emotionally exhausted ~ 
their lives back. 

Many technical hurdles stand 
in the way of that day, and these 
discoveries won’t be easy. But it 
is wrong to throw additional and 
unnecessary obstacles in front 
of our doctors, researchers and 
scientists. That is precisely, 
however, what the President’s 
policy has done. 

On August 21, 2001, 
President Bush issued an execu- 
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human 


tive order that the federal gov- 
ernment would only fund 


buy 


embryonic stém cell research on 


‘stem Cell fines (the name given 


to constantly-dividing cells that 
are derived from a_ single 
embryo) created before that 
date. Most independent 
experts estimated at the time 
that only 80 stem cell lines — a 
totally inadequate amount — 
would be available for federal 
research. Even worse, most of 
those 80 lines were later deter- 
mined to be polluted and unus- 
able, leaving only about 20 stem 
cell lines actually available to 
scientists. That number is far 
too small to tap the vast poten- 
tial of this research. — 

The President did not ques- 
tion the legitimacy of the sci- 
ence but the ethics of using 
embryos, technically known as 
blastocysts and consisting of 
around 150 cells. For compari- 
son, that’s smaller than the point 
of a pin. While the blastocyst 
is destroyed during the process 
of extracting embryonic stem 
cells, the key fact is that any 
blastocyst used for stem cell 
research would have been 
destroyed anyway. These blas- 
tocysts are created by in-vitro 
fertilization clinics, deemed 
unusable for implantation, and 
will otherwise be discarded. 
Because of this fact and because 
of the extraordinary potential 
for healing living, ‘breathing 
beings with names, 
faces, and loved ones, I believe 
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that embryonic stem cell 
research is truly a life-giving, 


“not a jife-destroying, progess.. 


The government must ensure 
that American scientists have 
the best, most versatile and 
most adaptable stem cells avail- 
able. Over a year ago, the 
House of Representatives took a 
significant step toward that goal 
by passing the Stem Cell 
Research Enhancement Act, 
H.R.810, which would remove 
the President’s arbitrary prohi- 
bition against using stem cells 
created after Aug. 21, 2001. 
H.R.810 is bipartisan legislation 
and passed overwhelmingly in 
the House. 

The Senate is finally taking 
up this bill, although the 
President has threatened to veto 
it if it passes. If the President 
does issue his first-ever veto on. 
this bill, which is supported by a 
strong majority of Americans, I 
hope Congress will override it. 

We may be on the cusp of one 
of the greatest miracles in the 
history of medicine. The oor 
of possibility is ajar, inviting us 
to enter. But we cannot make 
these great strides if our 
researchers continue to be con- 
fronted with the current overly 
restrictive policy. We owe it to 
everyone suffering from these 
dreaded diseases to move bold- 
ly toward the brighter future we 
can see today so that vision can 
be a reality tomorrow.

pump up to 1.15 million gallons 
of water into Kolke Creck in 
Otsego County per day in order 
to clean up a toxic plume atan oil 
well site. 

Kolke Creck feeds into Lynn 
Lake, which is located at the 
headwaters of the AuSable River. 
Lynn Lake property owners and 
the Anglers of the AuSable, a 
conservation group, have filed a 
lawsuit in Otsego County, scek- 
ing to stop the discharge while 
other alternatives are explored. - 

“We don’t want to take a 
chance with anything happening 
to the river,” Leeck said. “This ts 
my front yard and my liveli- 
hood.” 

Opponents to the discharge 
plan believe that other methods, 
while more costly, should be pur- 
sued by the oil company such as 
injecting the water into the soils 
at the well site. 

“Alternative methods need to 
be sought before they start flood- 
ing loxins into the AuSable 
River,” Roberts said. 

Bill Stansbury, a member of 
the Upper. AuSable — River 
Preservation Association, said 
conservationists will- fight the 
discharge plans tooth and nail. 

“It’s not going to be a quick 
and easy process and it hasn’t 
been so far,” Stansbury said,

Family hopes DNA sample helps solve mystery

Roberta Corlew said. 

The mystery surrounding the 
whereabouts of Perry Corlew 
began shortly after 8:30 p.m. on 
March 15, 1974. Corlew had got 
in a fender-bender in front of the 
Rialto Theatre. Instead of wait- 
ing for police, he left the scene. 

About 90 minutes later, an 
Ohio trucker alerted police that 
Corlew’s car was sitting on the 
side of I-75 near the Crawford- 
Roscommon County Line, 

The engine was running, the 
headlights were on and the dri- 
ver’s side door was open, but 
Perry was nowhere near the 
scene. Deputies from the 
Crawford and Roscommon 
County Sheriff's Departments 
said there were no footprints in 
the snow and no witnesses to see 
what happened. 

The family speculated that 
Perry fled the scene of the acci- 
dent because he was on proba- 
tion for a breaking and entering 
and had a poor driving record.

Since his disappearance, the 
family has had moments of hope, 
as well as bitter disappointments.

A photo was generated in 1992 
by the FBI, showing what inves- 
tigators believe Perry would look 
like at the age of 40. 

Also in 1992, Michael Corlew, 
Perry’s brother, received a tele- 
phone call from someone mim- 
icking cartoon characters, which 
Perry and Michael used to do. 
The caller hung up without iden- 
tifying himself.

The Corporation Division

MiTAPS 

The Michigan Timely 
Application and Permit Service 
{(MITAPS) provides one-stop 
shopping for companies to deter- 
mine what permits are necessary 
to do business in Michigan. Prior 
to MITAPS, businesses had to go 
through many departments or 
agencies in order to find the right 
spot to begin. With MiTAPS, 
businesses are able to apply for 
needed permits online and track 
the status of permits while they 
are being processed regardless of 
the department or agency. There 
is no wrong door for getting start- 
ed. 

MiTAPS allows businesses to 
locate over 200 permits and regis- 
trations online, 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. MiITAPS 
includes end-to-end application 
and payment for 23 permits span- 
ning four state agencies. These 23 
permits represent high volume 
permits for DEQ, DLEG, DCH, 
and Treasury and represent nearly 
200,000 paper submissions that 
can now be filed electronically. In 
the last 30 days, links to 76 city

permits and seven county permits 
were added. 

Over 3,400 users have regis- 
tered on MiTAPS, meaning they 
have created an account in order 
to receive important information 
electronically about their applica- 
tion, or updates on their account. 

Business Services Portal 

In June 2006, Michigan 
launched an alternative to paper 
filing for business registration. 
Now businesses have one stop 
shopping for electronically apply- 
ing for six tax registrations 
(unemployment, sales, withhold- 
ing, tobacco, motor fuel, and sin- 
gle business). Since June |, 2006, 
an astounding 900+ businesses 
have registered on-line. The 
Department of Treasury has 
included a link of its website to 
the new business portal. 

The time for receiving tax iden- 
tification numbers is reduced to 
less than five days upon receipt of 
the electronic application with 
this new process, as opposed to 6- 
8 weeks with the paper process. 
Businesses start quicker because 
of the reduction in the approval 
process. Businesses actually gain 
30 more days to operate, resulting 
in increased business revenue in 
their initial years. 

Because businesses can either 
use the business registration web- 
site or the MiTAPS site, there is 
no wrong door for getting started. 

Other Notables: 

Michigan corporations can now 
file annual reports and pay asso- 
ciated fees on-line. 

The portal allows businesses to 
electronically file their quarterly 
‘wage reports. Thus far, over 
19,000 businesses have created 
employee accounts. 

By October, Michigan will add 
even more online permits includ- 
ing: nursery permtts (9,000). 

Air Permitting: 

DEQ has made reforms to its 
air permitting process to ensure 
that all applications were 
reviewed.and decided upon with- 
in six months; however, the 
process has exceeded that goal. 

To date over 750 permit appli- 
cations have been filed under this 
revamped program, with dect- 
sions being made, on average, in 
55 days. Of those, 22% have been

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Consumer protection efforts for 
travelers have been increased 


. With the summer season in 
full swing, surveillance of gas 
stations has been stepped up to 
ensure that Michigan travelers 
are not being taken aevantaee 
of at the gas pump. 

“With gas prices remaining 
around $3.00 a gallon, we must 
do all that we can to ensure that 


. consumers are protected at the 


pump,” said Governor Jennifer 
M. Granholm. “We’ve put a 
record number of gas inspectors 
on the street and are stepping 
up undercover inspections for 
seven-days-a-week — surveil- 
lance.” 

The Michigan Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) will inspect 
an estimated 10,500 pumps this 
fiscal year. In 2005, approxt- 
mately 7,000 pumps were 


inspected and 1,600 quality and 


quantity complaints investigat- 
ed. 

Motorists can help increase 
their protection by making sure 
that the price display on the gas 
pump is set to zero before the 
pump starts and verifying that 
the sign on the roadway match- 
es the price on the pump before 
fueling. 

Consumers can also improve 
their fuel economy by control- 
ling the factors that burn more 
fuel. Following these steps will 
improve gas mileage, extend 
vehicle life, and make mavel 
safer: 

Keep your engine tuned, 
maintain tires at the correct 
pressure; change the air filter 
regularly; and use energy-sav- 
ing motor oil. 

Avoid aggressive driving - 


like rapid acceleration and 
braking. It can lower fuel econ- 
omy up to 33 percent on the 
highway and five percent 
around town. This can cost as 
much as $0.49 per gallon. 

Speeding creates more wind 
resistance. Each five mph driv- 
en over 60 mph can cost an 
additional $0.10 per gallon. 

Be aware that running elec- 
tric accessories like an air con- 
ditioner can reduce fuel econo- 
my by five to twenty-five per- 
cent.
